There is now a good deal of crowing among the Russians over the 
Arab performance, but let it not be forgotten that the Arabs joined 
battle when there were not too many bossing Russians around, In 
their own way, the Arabs have learnt that no outside advice can decide 
their future. There are welcome signs of renewed self-confidence 
among them. And signs of unity. Even King Hussein of Jordan has 
sent a jcontingent of troops to Syria, though not activating his front. Tt 
is evident that he has been in consultations with Egypt and Syria-— 
and with Israel] and the USA. He will have to share the responsibility 
for any serious setback. His massacre of the Palestine liberation forees 
int 1970 strengthened Jsrael, as did the anti-guerilla actions of some of 
the other regimes. 

What the Arabs will do with their oi] remains to be seen, There 
ire chances of confrontation-—the U.S.. though mauled by Vietnan, 
fias not vet been reduced to a paper tiger, thanks to the Sino-Soviet 
split, The Russians, who have specialised im ajcline through proxies 
eyer since the Cuba fiasco, will see to it that their detente is not 
affected.
